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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Iwamura does indeed anticipate claims 4-1 1 . Looking at claim 9 first, Iwamura receives plural signals (in this 
case three, shown in Fig. 7). In fact, the user decides beforehand to receive only these three signals. Each one of the received signals 
is displayed simultaneously with its respective signal strength. As for claim 4, again, each one of the received TV signals is displayed 
with its respective signal strengths, and simultaneously. Applicant appears to require that every receivable signal throughout the entire 
RF band must be displayed. Tthe claims do not require such. The only requrement is the display of each received signal. Applicant's 
additional allegation that Iwamura is not enabled is not rellevant as all patents are presumed valid acccording to 35 (JSC 282 .
